Trustees Annual Report 2015 
Properties owned / leased: 

Whilst in 2014 the TWSI had the freehold of the property 399 - 401 High Road 
Tottenham, N167 6QN returned to it, during the tenure of the RBL as custodian 
Trustees, the RBL had issued a lease to RK Shilling, who shortly afterwards sold it 
onto R Brin. 

In order that the TWSI could have full use of its own building to fulfil its charitable 
aims, it had no alternative other than to enter into a 10 year lease with the afore- 
noted Head leaseholder Mr R Brin. This action was taken on the advice of specialist 
charity solicitors Bates Wells and Braithwaite. 

Therefore, the TWSI have full use of the basement and ground floor areas of 399 - 
401 High Road Tottenham, N167 6QN and a lease on the upper two floors. This is a 
complex and expensive way to rectify the actions of the former Custodians, whom 
we as trustees consider took the action to create a lease without permission or 
instruction from the managing trustees the TWSI.
